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PRESIDENT WRITING 
A SPECIAL MESSAGE. 
ON ARMY SUBJECTS 


——_—_— a ee me 


WASHINGTON—President Taft is 
now engaged in the preparation of a 
special message to Congress concerning 
the reorganization of the army, ds out- 
lined by him briefly in his annual mes- 
sage, in Recember. He has the message 
pretty well in hand at this time, but 


does not want to send it in until after 
(ongress has done something more than 
at present in the way of enacting the 
legislation he has already asked it for. 
lie thinks that “the laws regulating the 
organization of our armed forces in the 
event of war need to be revised in order 
that the organization can be modified 
sO as to produce a foree which would be 
more consistently apportioned through- 
out its numerous branches.” A part of 
the President's scheme is the elimination 
bill, so-called, to which reference will be 
made later on in this article. 

Since the Spanish war and the increase 
of the size of the regular army promo- 
tions were hastened by the retirement 
during this period of most of the of- 
ficers who had seen service in the civil 
war; but now that there are almost no 
more officers of the civil war period left 
on the active lists, and the most of the 
places higher up are filled by compara- 
tively young men, retirements have sud- 
denly become few, and the chances for 
promotion correspondingly poor. 

The situation has caused 4 great dea! 
‘of dissatisfaction among the line offi- 
cers and various remedies have been 
recommended as a means of keeping the 
officers’ ambition alive. The remedy 
most favored by the general staff and 
President Taft is the so-called elimina- 
tion bill, to which he referred in his an- 
nual message. Under the terms of this 
bill examinations of officers are to be 
held, and those who fail to pass and 
are regarded as being least efficiegt are 
to be compulsorily retired, leaving va- 
cancies for the best men of the lower 
grades. To this bill the military com- 
mittees of the two houses offer two 
strong objections: 

First, it would, they claim, permit 
gross favoritism and second it would 
add tremendously to thé national ex- 


pense.

If any one of the 
members of the House was asked to 
undertake the control of the postoffice 
department he would probably seek a 
good business man, a master of trans- 
portation and make him director of 
posts, as is contemplated in the postal 
reorganization bill. Sueh a man would 
be worth a salary 4f from $10,000 to 
$50,000, or even more, but he would save 
many times the amount of his salary 
in two years. 

Discussing the expense of the service in 
detail, Mr. Weeks said that the items of 
postmasters’ salafies has increased 45 per 
cent since 1900,.clerks’ salaries had in- 


letter carriers’ salaries 100 per cent, rail- 
way mail clerks’ salaries 100 per cent, 
while the cost of the rural free delivery 
service had grown 8334 per cent. Pro- 
vision is made for the employment of 33,- 
200 clerks next year. 

Mr. Weeks saki that 14,000,000,000 
pounds of mail matter is handled by the 
postal service here, of which 47,000,000 
pounds is carried free of postage under 
congressional franks or department pen- 
alty envelopes. Mr. Weeks said that an 
effort was being made to restrict the ex- 
tension of the rural delivery service for 
the present.

Germany is a powerful foe, but it will find its American 
antagonist well entrenched. The Standard Oil was one of the 
earliest trusts and is probably the richest and most thoroughly 
organized. The only serious competitor with our American oil is 
that of Russia. We furnish more than 60 per cent of the world’s 
product, while Russia turns out about 30 per cent, the balance being 
supplied by. other nations. Production in the United States has 
micreased eight-fold since 1879, quadrupled since 1890 and more than 
trebled in the last ten years. In 1875 the production for the entire 
United States (8,800,000 barrels) was less than that of the single 
state of Texas (11,200,000 barrels) in 1908. Since the advent of 
the southwestern states as mineral oi] producers in 188 the output 
of the United States has made great strides, advancing from 35,000,- 
000 barrels in that year to 180,000,000 barrels in 1908. 

Dr. Schwartz states that at present 17 per cent of Germany's oil 
supply comes from Austria, 3 or 4 per cent from Rumania, and a 
sinaller quantity from Russia; the rest comes from America. He 
says that in the last two years the American shipments have fallen 
off between 5 and 6 per cent, owing to the increased oil production 
in Austria and more intense competition. American figures for the 
last ten-year period show an increase of 14 per cent in oil exports 
to Germany. 

It has been asserted that, although there are apparently many 
producers in this country, there 1s really only one ownership—that 
the oil trust owns all the oil in the United States and likewise all in 
Mexico. The inquiries of our foreign visitor may serve to establish 
the truth or falsity of this report.

CANADA manifestly feels relief over the note 
addressed by our secretary of state to the 
ritish ambassador with regard to the 
opening of negotiations tor an adjustment 
of the tariff relations between the two 
countries. Canada has been in an attitude 
of dignified vet anxious waiting since the 
passage of the Payne bill, with its maximum 
and minimum clauses. The Dominion could 
mmake neither protest nor request, 1f either 
would have veen consonant with diplomatic good taste, for the 
provision of the tariff whereof enforcement would be harmful to 
Canadian trade interests was left for execution to the President of 
the United States and entirely at his discretion, and he had not 
indicated in any way that Canada would be penalized. 

There is hardly a question that Canada will now be able to 
show that it has not in any manner discriminated against the United 
States. ‘It is quite probable that if called upon to do so the Dominion 
will be able to prove that its tariff upon imports from the United 
States is more favorable to us than is our minimum tariff to it. 
If the disposition were present, it 1s possible that excuse might be 
found for captious bickerings on our side over certain tariff 
arrangements or agreements between the Dominion and the mother 
country, but no such disposition exists. On the contrary, on our 
side the inclination will be toward making every concession possible 
to our northern neighbor and with the purpose of benefiting her. 
The relations between the two countries are 'so closely interwoven 
that, even were we impelled altogether bv selfish motives, it would 
be contrary to our interests to pursue toward her an antagonistic 
trade policy.

trom the foregoing it will be seen that theater-going is an 
unmensely popular pastime of the Amerjcan public. It is to be 
doubted if the playhouses of the country were ever more liberally 
patronized than they are at present. While the number of low-priced 
theaters and moving-picture houses has increased at a very rapid 
rate during recent years, the number of high-priced theaters has 
yrown almost as fast. In all the larger cities these elegant homes of 
the drama spring up on every hand, and when their doors are opened 
to the public their seats are nearly alays filled, and not infrequently 
at prices that would have been considered exorbitant a dozen years 
ago. The province of the theater is to amuse, to entertain, to instruct. 
Of late years performances of a light and humorous nature appear to

have grown in the public’s favor. The people wish to enjoy a good 
laugh @nd the play and the players that can insure everybody ‘a jolly 
lime arepretty certain to enjoy long runs. Serious plays often score 
popular successes, but lines without smiles in them must be otherwise 
very meritorious to win favor. The tremendous importance of the 
theater as a public instructor cannot be overestimated. The public 
whose time and money are in so large a measure given to the play- 
houses should have much to say regarding the nature of the perform- 
ances to be offered. 

In the natural course of business the public 1s supposed to 
register its opinion of the plays presented with the ticket-seller in the 
box-office. If the money comes in, all‘'is well and the play is a 
success ; if the seats remain empty something different must be tried. 
sut there is need of a more reliable test. In cities where there are 
no officiaLcensors the press and the people must pass upon the plays 
presented. Criticism that is honest and fair and efficient constitutes 
an element of moral safety that is for the best interests of both the 
stage and the public. 


Boston's 
Crowded 


Schools

Not only are Boston’s schoolhouses over- 
crowded, but some of them are obsolete and 
should be replaced with structures affording 
the best modern accommodations. Our 
children should be taken out of the base- 
ments, halls, corridors, rented quarters 
and portables which they now occupy, and 
be given ample room in well-lighted and 
properly ventilated buildings. That improve- 
ments shall “soon be made providing for 
this change is the hope of the school board and all thoughtful and 
enlightened citizens. The present barrier is the lack of funds, and 
an appeal 1s made to the General Court for authority on the part of 
the city to incur additional indebtedness for school purposes to the 
extent of $2,500,000. 

Accompanying a petition of David A.. Ellis, chairman of the 
school board, a bill has been presented to the Legislature providing 
as follows: 

For the purpose of meeting the expense ot 
nishing additional slementary accommodations, and 
land as sites therefor in the city of Boston, including the enlarging or 
replacing of old sehoolhouses by modern structures and the enlarging

The overcrowding in Boston's public schools today amounts to 
more than 10,000 pupils. The authorities have tried to remedy 
this, but have not been able to make much headway with the funds 
at their disposal. Until recently the average number of pupils in 
a room Was fiity-five; there are some rooms with as many as seventy. 
In these the teacher can give each pupil but little individual attention. 
The school board has now set as a standard to be reached a maximum 
number of forty. This Would mean that many more school rooms 
must be provided and more teachers employed. The public should 
he ready and willing to supply the money. As aptly put by Chairman 
llis, it “is poor economy to take it out of the children.” 


IN STATING his behet that a $100,000 a year man should be 
placed at the head of a reorganized postoffice department, Repre- 
sentative Weeks of Massachusetts has none of the numerous Boston 
poets or literary lights in mind. It is another kind of man of 
letters he would recommend. 


PREMIER DEAKIN of the Australian common- 
vealth recently addressed a large meeting at 
Ballarat and outlined the federal 
ment’s policy. After speaking on the Labor 
party, the tariff, the states debts bill and 
preferential trade treaties, the premier made 
important statements concerning the question 
that, more than any other except the strikes 
and the labor crisis, 1s agitating the antipo- 
deans; that 1s, Australia’s defenses.

The new measure authorizes the pdStmaster-general to pay tor 
ocean mail service the rates prescribed for ships ot the first class to 
those of the second class on routes to South America, the isthmus 
of Panama, the Philippines, Japan and China, and the see 
rates to vessels of the third class on the same routes. Lt 
provides that if no route is established under the act between. South 
Atlantic ports and South America and two or more hnes are 
established between North Atlantic ports and South Amer 
postmaster-general shall require one of these ‘lines to touc!

With this amount at the clisposal ot the postmaster-general for the 
purposes named, and without entangling the proposition in any

‘There are less than halt as many 
sheep ingthis section today as there were in 
i8o1. Wilham M. Wood, president of the 
American Woolen Company, has been writing 
to Secretary Wilson of the agricultural 
Hie wants more attention paid to the matter.

Mr. Wood states that 
what they were the year before, American wool production rose 
only from 311,000,000 to 328,000,000 pounds. 

Doubtless various causes have cOntributed to the decline in the 
industry in New England. Among them are raids upon the flocks 
by dogs and affections which have cut down their number. More 
serious, probably, has been the effect of the higher tariff which went 
into operation about the year 1891. Mr. Wood's figures show that 
the shrinkage in the number of sheep in New England since 189! 
has been from 1,204,324 to 540,500. In Maine the decrease was 
from 547,670 to 240,000; in New Hampshire, from 183,183 to 
70,000; in Vermont, from 351,249 to 180,000; in Massachusetts, 
from 55,065 to 35,000; in Rhode Island, from 20,433 to 7500; in 
Connecticut, from 45,824 to 35,000. 

A striking contrast is presented between New [:ngland with 9.6 
sheep to’the square mile and thickly-settled old england with 258. 
In West Riding of Yorkshire, the great seat of Itnglish wool 
manufacture, there are now kept 730,000 sheep, producing 4,250,000 
pounds of wool per annum, or more sheep and wool than we have 
in all New England. Under proper conditions flocks should be seen 
on nearly every hillside in the East and lambs should gambol in many 
pastures. farmers want the income from the product, and 
manufacturers want the fleeces. It is to be hoped that the manutac- 
turers, in cooperation with the national department, will be. successful 
in an endeavor to add to the flocks in New England. | 


By MAKING Argentina's warships the best of their kind, Ameri- 
can shipbuilders may still further spread their reputation as good 
battle-craft makers, and such a reputation may count in their coun- 
trv’s favor, since it will help to show the world that we can build 
ro «1 ships as well as man them. 


INcLUDED in the price which our distin- 
guished ex-President must pay in return for 
the popularity that is his in abundance 1s 
the allowance of certain liberties with his 
name on the part of personal and political 
friends endowed with imaginations that 
clamor constantly for exercise. Thus, 
entirely regardless of his own teelings in the 
premises, they have named Colonel Roosevelt 
for a third term in the presidency, for the 
New York mayoralty, for the governorship of the Empire state, for 
the British ambassadorship, for the senatorship to succeed Chauncey 
M. Depew, far leader of the expedition to the south pole, and now 
they are persistent in holding that he, above all men, 1s the man to 
take the place of the Hon. Joseph G. Cannon, when the next House 
of Representatives shall be organized. And with reference to this 
latest solution of a problem that Colonel Roosevalt in all probability 
will later insist upon solving for himself, they are C.claNng that 
extraordinary honor may be bestowed upon him. That is to say, 
they hold that in order for him to be elected speaker it will not be 
necessary for him to be elected to Congress, since the constitution 
prescribes merely that the House shall elect a speaker, not that the 
speaker shall be a member of the House. 

Now, setting aside Colonel Roosevelt's probable objection to 
any such arrangement, the constitution does not prescribe that the 
speaker shall be a member of the House; but that noble and magnifi- 
cently comprehensive document does positively declare (article 1, 
section 2) that “The House of Representatives shall be composed of 
members chosen every second year by the people of the several 
states’’: and as the speaker is simply a member, and divested of none 
of his obligations or rights as such by reason of his elevation to 
the chair, he, too, must be elected in the manner prescribed.
